John B. Taylor, the clever plichor aud malniitay 
of tbe Phlladelpbla leam, of the National League 
and American Association, was bore Hay 27, 1873, 
atSlalen Island, N. Y.,aud It waa with an amateur 
team ot hU naUve place that be learecd to play ball. 
It was with the once noted Corinthians, of Slates 
Island, that he gained suttkleni renown In tbe 
pitcher's poslUon to sitraci ibe attention of aeverel 
minor league manageni, and In isoi be accepted bla 
diet professional eogageuieot with the Lebanon 
Club, of the Fennaylnnla Stale League. Ills good 
work that season In ins pllclier's position, placed 
bim on the Hat of eligible yonog playera from which 
the dobs of ths major league make aelectlon. Tho 
New York CInb msue a bid for bla services for Ihe 
aeaaon of 1802, aud he accepted It, hut later on was 
released lo the Albany Club, of the Bamem League, 
without being given a fair tilal, and what bas aince 
proved a loaa to the New Yorks bas been a great 
gain to the Phlladelphlss. Taylor took part In 
ihlrty-tbree champlonablp contests while with tbe 
Albany Ciab, and nude a remarkably clever ahov- 
Ing aa a pitcher, while bla tiattlng and llelding were 
excellent.

He 
could have got dlsreputablo matobea U he bod 
liked. Be could bare nod ncea In Anatrella, but 
would not run them. He apent about £l,30O while 
be was amr. Be bod some lell wbon he retuned, 
but there were debbi he owed, and be got married. 
Bla wife bad about an equal sum to what ho had. 
He lost moner at succeaalvo hotela he took. The 
examlnsdon was closed subject to Oeorge signing 
tbs notes.

It 
la Impoarible to prevent expreaalocu of Impatience 
or acilona Indicating dlaient with tbe umpuet de- 
clakins when a player. In tbe heal of t£o game, 
tblnka be baa been nnjoaily treated, Tbe public 
don't look fur that, and don't want 11. They like to 
aee a UtUe soapplneaa lo the game,.and would be 
very much dl98an9ll<d, I believe, to tee tbt playeis 
allnking away like whlmed scboolboya lo tiieir 
benches, afraid to ton their bcadi for fearut a 
heavy floe from some awelled nniplre.
